Aslians Poisoned by Bad Fish 


By VALERIE CHOW BUSH 


SAN FRANCISCO - Sixteen Asian Ameri- 
cans were poisoned after eating contaminated 
barracuda fish bought at a San Francisco farm- 
ers market June 24 . 

Three of the victims who fell ill after eating 
the poisoned fish were hospitalized while oth- 
ers Showed signs of severe itching that did not 
Iespondreadily to conventional treatment Said 
local poison control specialists. 

All the victims Purchased the fish from 3 
truck vendor at the Alemany Boulevard 
Farmer's Market on Saturday, June 24. The 
Florida-caught fish was found to contain con- 
centrationsofaneurotoxincalledciguatera. Of 
the 10barracuda sold thatday,only4havebeen 
accounted for, according to Dr. Kent R. Olson， 
medical directorofthe SanEFranciscoBay Area 
Regional Poison Control Center at San Fran- 
cisco General Hospital. 

The poison is particularly insidious because 
itcannotbe detectedby odorortaste,andis not 
destroyed by coOoking and:freezing. 

Symptoms have includednausea; vomiting， 
diarrhea, flushing of the face, profound weak- 
ness, atingling Sensation in the throat tongue 
and feetb low blood pressure and pulse rate， 
TeVversal of hot and cold sensations, and ex- 
treme itching，according to UCSEF clinical 
pharmacist and poison control specialist Dr. 


Tim McCarthy. 

While the symptoms usually occur from 6 
to 12 hours within eating the poisoned fish， 
MecCarthy saidthey canlastforupto3 weeks 
and can even Tecur Over 3 Several month 
period、There is no antidote for the poison 
butdoctors can treateach symptom, he Said. 
“[The poison] is very rarely lethal,”Mc- 
Carthy added. 

“The 16 poison victims included members 
of three Asian families 一 Filipino，Viet- 
namese, and East Indian 一 who purchased 
the fish from the back of a pick-up truck at 
the open air farmers market The Vietnam- 
esefamily,hospital officials said, referredto 
the fish as “nhong.” 

According to McCarthy，concentrations 
of the neurotoxin ciguatera are most com- 
monly found in large fish from warm tropi- 
cal waters.Thetoxin hasneverbeenfound in 
locally caught fish. 

MecCarthy urges people who suspect that 
they may have eaten the contaminated barra- 
cuda to contact the Poison Control Center at 
SanFrancisco GeneralHospitalimmediately 
(476-6600).And,althoughheacknowledged 
that the poisoned fish came from “an isolated 
Shipment from the Flornida coasb”hestrongly 
advises discarding anykind offish purchased 
at the Alemany Boulevard Farmers Market 
on June 24 as a safety precaution.

Even with the improvements,，Asian and 
Latino groups fearthe adoption ofrestrictive 
amendments and are continuing to lobby 
legislators to vote against the bill.

If the Kennedy-Simpson bill passes, the 
immigration laws in this country will be 
changed irreversibly. Several Senate and 
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House bills, however, are now pending and 
will likely be passed，which will have the 
sameaffectastheMitchell-Doleamendment. 

Besides the suuadent visa amendment, the 
Senate passed, by a vote of 61 to 38, the 
Chaffee amendment proposed by Senator 
John Chaffee (R-RID.The amendment would 
protect the Spouses and children of newly 
legalized persons against deportation and 
grantthem workk authorization,providedthey 
were in the US before Nov.6, 1986 (the date 
ofenactmentof the Imrmigration Reform and 
Control Acb. The amendment would allow 
these families to remain together while they 


awaittheiropportunity to become permanent 
Tesjdent. 

A final vote by the Senate on the bill is 
expected Thursday, June 13.

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Civil Service Head Meets With Minority Groups

SAN FRANCISCO - After months of de-

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An Historical Overview of Popular 
Protests in China and Repression 


By H. M. LA 


Popular protests，many of them spear- 
headed by students and intellectuals，have 
Played an Important role in moderm Chinese 
political history. Chinese government deci- 
Sions have also been affected by related ac- 
tions in Chinese commnunities abroad includ- 
ing those in the US. 

Mostpeople consider the first majorpopu- 
lar political demonstration to have occurred 
duringtheMay4 Movementof 1919. On that 
date 3,000 Beijing students gathered at 
Tian anmen Square to demonstrate against 
the Allies' decision at the World War IPafis 
Peace Conference toO transfer to Japan all 
German privileges and concessions in the 
Shandong Peninsula，originally taken by 
force from the Chinese. 

This patrmiotc movement quickly spread to 
other major citues、Chinese organizations 
around the world also responded by inundat- 
ing the Chinese govermmment with protests. In 
the UN the Chinese Six Companies led other 
Chinese American groups in organizing the 
Chinese National Welfare Society to educate 
the Chinese communities and the general 
public on the Chinese position. This broad- 
based exhibiton of public sentiment finally 
forced the Chinese government to refuse to 
Sign the Versailles Treaty. 

Concurrent with this political expression 
wasamovementwhichadvocatedforscience 
and democracy and against tradiuon to put 
China on a path to modermization， Both the 
上 uomintang，as reorganized in the 1920s， 
andthe CommunistParty are.products ofthis 
national mood. That is why Tian”*anmen is 
such an important Symbol to :the Chinese 
Communists. 

IntheUs theseevents heljpedto give impe- 
tus to the modernization of the Chinese 
American community， For example, lt was 
during thls penmiod that Chinese Schools with 
modem curricula were founded, including 
the first coeducational Chinese School in SF. 

By the 20s the Kuomintang had forged an 
alliance with the Communists and had estab- 
lished a base in Guangdong to prepare for a 
Northern Expedition to Tid China of warlord 
re，Ant-imperialist demonstrations were 
Dar[， 由 he polibucal struggle to gain Popular 
suDburt. A major series Occurred im 1925 
Sparked by the Shooting of Strikers at Japa-= 
nese-0wned textile mills in Shanghai and 
Qingdao. Students were in the forefront of 
Supportforthestmkers. OnMay30,Shanghal 
student demonstrators were Shotby pollice of 
Shanghai's International Settlement. A gen- 
eral Strike was called paralyzing the city. 

As in the May 4 Movement demonstra- 
tions rapjdly swepttherestofthe country. Im 
Juneageneral strike wascalledinHongKong 
which was active Supported by the people 
of Guangzhou. Cn June 23, as Guangzhou 
demonstrators Supporting \he Strikers passed 
the foreign concession at Shameen，British 
”and French troops used machine guns to Kill 
352 and wound more than 170， 

In this country these bloody events led to 
expressions of protests 人 om the Chinese Si 
Companies, the Chiaese Chamber of Com- 
merce and other &hinese organizations. 
Within afew weeks2hinese Normph Amer- 


ica Iaised more than $300,000 to aid the 
families of the victims。For the first time， 
donations were also received from the 
American labor movement. 

In 1927 the Kuomintang unified China. 
Soon afterward in 1931 Japan Seized Man- 
churia，As Japanese encroachments contin- 
ued and the Nationalist govemment yielded 
territory， students and intellectuals led the 
call to resist Japan. A major demonstration 
occurred on Dec.9,1935 when 6,000 Beijing 
Students marchedtoprotesttheestablishment 
ofapro-Japanese governmentin North China 
and to demand that the government stop the 
Chinese civil war. Police injured more thana 
hundred people，On Dec. 16 when the Pro- 
Japanese governmentwas being inaugurated， 
15,000 again braved the police to demon- 
State， Another 400 were injured. 

Student demonstrations also broke out in 
othermajorcitiestoshow theirsupport. Such 
demonstrations played important roles in 
making the populace aware of the threat of 
Japanese Imperialism. 了 Two years later the 
warofresistanceagainsttheJapaneseaggres- 
SOTS began. 

In the US Chinese Americans had been 
Urging the Chinese govermment to resist the 
Japanese， They had enthusiatically organ- 
ijzed national salvation associations to:Taise 
money to SuUpport generals fghting the Japa- 
nese invaders as early as 1931. But by the 
mid-30s their Spirits had begunto flag dueto 
the non-responsiveness of the Kuomintang 
regime. The studentdemonstrations in China 
helpedtorevivethisnational salvationmove- 
mentand for the frrst tme Chinatown busi- 
nesSmen and university Students joined in a 
common cause as they marched in the US to 
Urge ITeSistence to Japanese aggression. 

Demonstrations after World War II from 
the late forties to the present express a com- 
mon basic theme 一 ， popular resentment 
against TepresSsion and bad government. 

The largest and bloodiest demonstration 
oOccurred on Taiwan which had just been re- 
stored to China after Japan's defeat The 
Taiwanesehad welcomedthe mainlanders as 
]liberators. But when the Nationalists treated 
the island population as a conquered people， 
joy soon turned to disillusonment，On Feb. 
27,1947aKuomintang official investigating 
Smuggled goods gotintoanaltercation with a 
female peddler, severely beat her, and then 
shot Sympathetic bystanders。 The enraged 
populace called a protest march and general 
Strike on the 28th. All over 由 he island, Tai-

offices. Republic of China President Chiang 
Kali-shek' s appointed governor then stalled 
for time by pretending to negotiate. When 
Chiang's reinforcements from the mainland 
arrived on Mar. 8,theyruthlessly suppressed 
the revolt butchering at ljeast 20,000. 

After the slaughter Some leaders who es- 
caped founded groups in Japan advocating 
Taiwan independence. The US laterbecame 
this movement's Principal center with the 
founding ofUnited Formosans forindepend- 
ence in 1958.

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Chinese Newspaper Publisher 
Resigns Under Pressure

NEWYORK-Thepublisherandpresident 
ofthe secondlargestChineselanguagenews- 
paper in the US announced his resignation 
]ast week after public outcry over his pro- 
Chinese governmentstanceinrecentmonths. 

Chaochu Fu started Centre Daity News 
nine years ago in 1980 and built it up to its 
current 60,000 circulation through its neutral 
Stance on China politics. It started in Hong 
Rong and soonexpanded to the US atatime 
whenmostofthe Chinesereaders werefedup 
With one-sided pro-Taiwan reporting. 

下 was generallybelieved that CentreDaiy 
did maintain 3a relatively neutral attitude 
towards most of the issues involving China 
andTaiwanand wasthereforeabletoprovide 
its readers With a broader scope of news 
COverage. Becauseofthis stanceitwasableto 
edge into 3a newspaper market previously 
dominated by two much older and larger 
newSspapers 一 The World Joxrnal and THpe 
CHiaa Tiimzey Daily. 

“Both the KMT and the Chinese Commu- 
DistParty are Very hard to cope with. No one 
but Chaochu Fu has ever been able to get 


advantages from both,”SsaidKengLu,former 


editor-in-chief for Cenire Dazly Newy. 

The paper was in the media spotlight last 
month: after 10 staff journalists at its New 
York headquarters collectively resigned in 
Protest over Fu:s insistence that they print a 
commentary he wrote in Support of the Chi- 
nese government scrackdown on the student 
movement. Those resigning included the 
chief editor and two associate editors. 

According to the chief editor, Powen Li 
and reporter: Peter Lee，the commentary， 
along with another published two days ear- 
lier, brought a storm of objections from the 
readers. Numerous protest and threatening 
phone calls poured in and the advertising 
department people were too ashamed to go 
out and seek clients,”they Said.， 

The commentary which led to the collec- 
tive resignations was not the first written by 
Fu on the subject. Fu admitted in his state- 
ment of resignation that he had written eight 
articles，sSome with his pen name Wen 
Chongzeng. The articles agreed with the 
Chinese regime and were against the behav- 
ior of the students. 

Waves of protesb anger and 3a boycott 
campaign startedin many Chinese American 
communities after the articles began appear- 
ing.Oneofthemostinflammatory wasaJune 
26editorial which openly defended Li Peng. 
InLos AngelessomePprotestersburned stacks 
of Centre Daily newspapers in front of the 
Chinese consulate after that editorial ap- 
peared. 

Fu's _ statement of resignation does not 
explain why he decided to resign. The 2,.250 
wordstatement simplylistshis majoraccom- 
plishmentas having given advicethroughthe 
newSspaper to both the governments in China 
and Taiwan. The statement concludes by 
Saying:“In atime when rumors and fabrica- 
tions are favored, and truthful reporting and 
commentaries are being attacked and de- 
famed, I feel I have already completed my 
historic mission asaChinese.Iamnotresign- 
ingformyown safety, butImust be Tespon- 


Sible for the prospects of my colleagues. 
After long deliberation, I have decided to 
resign with dignity from all of my positions， 
including president of the board, pubjlisher 
and editor-in-chief of the New York head- 
quarters.” 

Controversy has been no stranger to the 
Paper. Since its inception, Cemtre Daily has 
always been under a cloud of rumors and 
criticism for its mysterious financial sources 
and Fu's many personal bliases which may 
haveledto subjectivereporting onhis friends 
and enemies. His friends include: Wang 
Shen, 3 former chief of Taiwan's General 
Political Department and Deng Xiaopeng， 
the current leader of China. 

A large number of the papers veteran 
editors and Teporters have been fired for not 
going along with Fu's likes and dislikes. 
“Andhislikesanddislikesarearechangeable 
and sometimes inconsistent,” added Wany- 
ing Chen, aformer associate editor of Cemtre 
Daily. 

Fu could not be reached for comment on 
whyhe decidedtoresign whenhebelieveshis 
commentaries are the only truthfol voice. 
AccordingtoKengLu,however,thedecision 
[to resign] may have had something to do 
With his recent trip to Beijing afterhis Staff 
Tesignations. 

“Areliable source told me that Fu was im 
Beijing duriag mid- and late June,”says Lu， 
Who is now president of Paz jzzg, a Semi- 
monthly Chinese magazine in Hong Kong. 
“It has long been confirmed that during the 
inception of Centire Daily, Fu received more 
than $600 million from China under the 
approval of Yang Shangkun [the man who 
ordered the troops afterthe students]. And Fu 
has often boasted that he received $500 mil- 
lion from Taiwan at atime when the island 
WaS very Strict on Such transactions. 

“Judging from the factthatthe recentnews 
Coverage and commentaries of Centre Daily 
have turned moretotheleftand have become 
a mouthpiece for the current authorities in 
China,Fumusthavereceivedanotherreward 
fromhis communistfriends on this pasttrip,” 
SurmisesLu.…“Hisresignationisonlyasignof 
his shifting to a “behind the scenes” role 
which may protect him from further public 
anger.” 

“Wearemakingnochangesinourpolitical 
Standpoints and news policies,”says Fu's 
oldest son, Yatang Fu, who is the new presi- 
dent and publisher of the family-run paper. 
“了 the futmre, however the junior Fus may 
gradually become more business-oriented 
and less political. We want to stay in this 
country and serve the local Chinese commnu- 
nity. When wehavetherightpersons to make 
upourstaff, wemay add some English pages 
and turm it into abilingual newspaper.” 

Noteveryonein the Chinese community is 
readyto abandon the paper. There is aminor- 
ity opinion among members thateventhough 
Fu's stands are atodds with the general pub- 
lic,， he and his newspaper have a right to 
freedom of the press and speech. Besides, as 
alongtimereaderofCentreDailyputsit “He 
couldhavebeenthe only coolmind amid this 
mass indignation against the armed suppres- 
Sion of the Beijing students bj heir govern- 
ment”

and hysteria was overwhelming. Suddenly， 
troops approached from both sides of the 
flames with guns. They had come from the 
Sidewalksand werenowTracing down, firing 
their machine guns into the crowd. We ran. 
People were Screaming，There' snohope,” 
and “Fascists! ”All around people were fall- 
ing again. After running hundreds of yards， 
we all turmed and ran down 3a Side street 
goingnorth.Itwasastreetthatranalongside 
the wall of the govermnment compound. 

Everyone paused on this Street，Ssilent， 
trying to process everything that had just 
happened. Meanwhile, as we tumed back 
and faced Changan Avenue，tanks went 
barreling through the flames and what re- 
mained of the buses. Ihe troops started 
heading further east toward Tian anmen 
Square.Iwatched the tanks foralitte while 
and then Iturned and faced north. People 
were Constantly screaming forme to look at 
the bodies. I saw bodies with gunshots in 
their arms，legs，chests. All around there 
were people with bullet wounds laying on 
the back of bicycles or litte wagons being 
cycled away to a_ hospital that was appar- 
ently three-quarters of a mile up the road. 
From the way they werebleeding Iassumed 
thatmany ofthem didn tmakeitallthe way 
to hospital. They would al look at me and 
Say，'“Look and please tell the world ”一 
desperate in the midst of all this horror. 

Allofsudden Ifelttwoarms grab me from 

behindandthrow metothe ground.Iwas in 
the middle of a side street. Lilistened as the 
spray of gunfire came from behind me, just 
about 20 yards. Ilooked over my shoulder 
anditwasmy“olderbrother ”protecting me 
again. We both looked back.Isaid，“Oh my 
God!”The troops had tumed down the 
StreetIdon'tknow why.Aboutahundred of 
them Taced towards us firing their guns. 
People wentdownallaroundus.Weweren't 
even in their path. One side of this road was 
the government compound wall, but on the 
other Side was arow of single level houses. 
People who lived in Single level houses on 
the other side of the street looked out 一 old 
People and children. Everyone was ScrIeam- 
ing.My friendtoldmetojumpandruntothe 
Side of the govemment coOmplex wall. 工 
remember really clutching that wall think- 
ing“Thisisit>Andinthestateofconfusion 
everyone justgotup and started running for 
their lves, going north. As we Ian, we Saw 
bodiesbeing taken awaybybicycles.About 
25 people who were not even in the soldi- 
erspath were hurt It was just a horrible 
display of force that was SO UnnecesSary， 
Finally，the soldiers turmed around and 
headed back down Changan Avenue， 

In the mijdst of all this horror, my jaw 
droppedand Icouldn'tclose mymouth. My 
jawdisaligns and itchooses the mostalarm- 
ing tmes to doit. So, wehad to goupto the 
hospital to getmy mouth shut Weranupthe 
streettothehospital, where wewereushered 
intoalittle clinic alongside the hospital. We 
didnot gointo theemergency area where all 
the bodies were going. The doctors easily 
handled my problem. 

At this point, it became clear to me that 
absolutely everyone in Beijing 一 people 
who were undecided the day before, people 
who thought maybe the government had a 
few points to make here, or thatthe students 


Were getting too carrnied away 一 nOwW Sup- 
portedthe students.Noonecouldbe sympa- 
thetic to a government that did this: One 


doctor came out and Salid“I believed there 


Washope;Ibelieved there was compromise， 
butnowIbelieve there is only fear until we 
can SOmeday destroy these leaders.” 

We left the clinic and I looked at my 
“older brother and Iasked him，IfIdidn2"t 
come，where would you be2”He Said，“ 
would be in Tiananmen Square. 了 ve been 
there seven days and 工 planned to be there 
with my brothers and Sisters to defend our 
dreams and goals.”Idecided to join him.I 
wasjustamatterofallthosepeople,allthose 
tremendously good people I had met. Even 
the doctors had cried before me. So I said， 
“Lets go back to Tiananmen Square.” 

Wetookaside streeton thenorth andtook 
it all the way to the Forblidden City wall, 
There wasatnysidestreetthatheadedsou 由 
along it and emptied out at the northeast 
corer of the Square. As we raced towards 
the square, thousands of other people who 
knew they might be killed joined in this 
march toOwards the Square. I never Saw 3 
weapon on anyone although I did see some 
people with bamboo sticks. Thousands of 
people gathered together 一 all kinds of 
people, all ages. IThey walked south along 
the Forbidden City. They knew what was 
before them，but it didn't matter， They 
wanted to defend the students. There is a 
Sense of Security and energy that just comes 
with being withalotofpeople.Maybe thats 
whbat possessed me to do this. It was about 3 
am. We were 23 yards from the gate at the 
head of the street on Chanpgan Avenue and 


there was no one in front of the gate. Every- 


one's steps just quickened. All of a sudden 
the soldiers started running along the gate 
andturnedtoward us. Theyturned down our 
Street first and Sprayed another line of gun- 
fire and continued spraying for about two 
minutes. Everyone turned and ran. As TIwas 
running，I heard screaming and crying. I 
Stopped to look around. To my left a man 
who had been shotin thesideofhis head was 
trying to coverthebullethole with his hand. 
Blood was Spurting out between his fingers. 
He was just holding on to his head and 
running. People grabbed him and laid him 
down on abicycle cart. 

Atabout 3 am, peoplehuddled down into 
Circles. We were 13 yards from the troops at 
the gate. At this point there was akind of a 
cease-fire by the troops. The people ap- 
peared to have given up. They had just seen 
So much death. There was nothing they 
could do. So people just sat and resigned 
themselves to listen to what was now taking 
Place in Tiananmen. And what we beard 
wasjustachorus ofgunfire,fires,andchant- 
ing and screaming. 

A troop with clubs Suddenly appeared 
behind us. Everyone got up and started 
ITunning, There were about 3,000 people im 
the crowd. People just resigned themselves 
to dying because we were Sitting ducks. 攻 
Seemed like there was nobody in charge 一 
as 由 ough each soldier group was making its 
Own decisionSs. That's why, to this day, I 
believe alot more [people were killed] than 
weleverknow. Especially in that square. 

Atabout 8 am, we suddenly heard chant- 
ing from Tiananmen'Square, It was coming 
from agroup ofhundreds.BythattimeIhad 
become numb to everything. But we began 
tonotice Volces CTying out. Someonenextto 
me Salid “Do you hear, those are the voices 
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of freedom. They're Still there.”EVeryone 
justrose up. There was this incredible feel- 
ing of triumph. But almost as quickly， we 
heard machine guns 一 for 人 ive solid min- 
utes. Not just one，but tons of machines 
guns，and they never stopped.， People's 
hearts Sank. 工 ] never forget the feeling of 
nausea. 

TI don'tknow what happened. There was 
no mention of this in the Koppel show. 
[ABC recently aired a special report on the 
Tiananmen Square Massacre.] It was day- 
light. All around me,peoplejustcried.They 
justfell to the ground on thatstreetand were 
banging their fists on the ground. We were 
SO close to the square; we were literally 
breathing the gunfire Smoke.IheBBC re- 
ported on the following Monday that there 
was SoOmerumor 一 unsubstantiated 一 that 
the crowds who remained in the square, ,3S 
late as 8 in the morning, had recongregated 
tomakeonefinalstatementofdemocracy OF 
freedom，or make one final statement 
against the soldiers, and that they were bru- 
tally slaughtered in the minutes that fol- 
lowed. Thatwasthe onlythingIheard about 
what happened. 

went back to Beijing University. I saw 
people wihbloodallovertheirshirts.Every 
hospital, even as far as Beijing University， 
Which wasacoupleofmilesfrom thesquare， 
Was filed to capacity with thousands of 
people walting outside. My friends from the 
nightbefore camerunning up andembraced 
me, Saying, “You'Te 0Okay. Don't talk，we

Itriedto restforaboutan hour. ButIwas 
too freaked out to even shut my eyes before 
ITjustjumped back up. 

I decided to head back to Changchun. I

traversing Beljing. I passed_ Tiananmen 
Square on the South side. Every so often 
people would come Pass me and say， 
“There s Still killing.”I could hear firing 
Sounds and screaming. I looked into the 
Square atabout2 pm and Saw thousands of 
Soldiers carrying big cardboard boxes, pre- 
Sumably rubbish, going in streams from the 
Square. 

WhileIwas horrified of whatthese troops 
may have done，the soldiers I Saw were 
drinking outof their canteens andtalking to 
the people. It was a very different atmos- 
Phere from whbat we Saw at the other side of 
the Square. As we Sat and looked at that 
goup,anotherline ofsoldierscamerunning 
in， standing behind them and faced their 
guns at us for no apparent reason. People 
Screamed and before I knew it， we were 
Tunning again. The soldiers never fired. 

Ieventually madeittothetrain station and 
back to Changchun. Iarrived in Changchun 
Monday morning and went right to the 
campus， When people heard I was there，

Afewdays 
later the government banned the publication 
and arrested 8g individuals for sedition. 

m the U9 this incident led to the founding 
of the firstTaiwanesenewspaper, 4sia Jox7- 
aal, in southern California in 1980. This was 
iollowed im 1982 by the founding of Formo- 
san Association for Public Affairs (FEAPA) 
which was active in lobbying the US Con- 
SreSS to bresSure the Taiwan govermment on 
human mghts jssues，There was also an Up- 
Surge of political activities SUPporting disSi- 
dentsin Taiwan. In 1987 the Taiwan govern- 
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ment bowed to the inevitable, lifted martial 
law and subsequenty allowed the formation 
of opposltion parties. 

On the mainland the Communists had 
Skillfully used popular demonstrations as a 
political weapon to help unseattheKuomin- 
tang. After they gained power in mainland 
China,however, Such mass rallies were pos- 
Sible only under tight party control. But in 
the mid-70S, when the nation was under the 
IepresSlve rule of the“Gang of Four,” 由 he 
people threw caution to the winds and gave 
way to 由 heir feelings. Premier Zhou Enlai 
had died in January 1976，As Qingming 
[festival honoring the dead] approached that 
year，the people of Beijing began laying 
wireaths at the People's Hero Monument in 
Tian'anmen Square to pay respect to his 
Imemory despite government disapprOval. 

By early April thousands of wreaths， 
poems,couplets andeulogies had been writ- 
ten，Many of 由 ese attacked the “Gang of 
Four.”On Qingming, April 4, more than 2 
million visited Tian anmen. Next day sev- 
eral hundred thousand people gathered 
again，Ieciting poems. Towards evening 
Policemenattackedthe crowd with belts and 


clubs and arrested more than 200.， Similar 


demonstrations took place in other cities. 
In the aftermath, the “GOang of Four”ac- 
cused Deng Xiaoping as _ the behind-the- 
SceneSbackeroftheTian'anmen demonstra- 
tion and stripped bim of his post as vice- 
Premier， This expression of popular senti- 
ment，however，had sounded their death 
knell and the“Gang”fell a few months 
afterward. By the late seventies China had 
embarked upon apolicy of opening up the 
country. 9he gradually gained the good will 
of many Chinese around the world as the 
nation appeared to be on its way towards 
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building a better society， But as economic 
construction went apace, abuses of power， 
Corruption and inflation also increased.
